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Human Rights Institutions 


After many delays and postponements, statutory human 
rights institutions are beginning to take shape. At the 
end of the month the Human Rights Commissioners 
were formally appointed by President Mandela and are 
to assume their duties on 1 October. The appointment 
process for the Truth and Reconciliation Commission 
was announced during the month providing for the 
participation of civil society and a transparent process. 
Additional criteria will ensure that appointees have a 
pru'ven commitment to human rights. 


Social and Economic Rights 


As the process of writing the final Constitution con- 
tinues, with a draft expected in November, the HRC 
examines the debate surrounding the inclusion of social 
ad economic rights.

It is useful to compare the news avalanche we have had

Police commander in Tete Province’s Mutarara District 
some months ago. This is all the more serious because 
reporting on the incident involving Dhlakama did not 
even include the word “alleged.” Instead, it just lunged 
into direct judgment and condemnation without any 
effort to imvestigate the matter further or to get an 
explanation from the accused. 


Between the incidents at Gorongosa and Mutarara we 
are left with a dangerous political tension for which 
Renamo must doubtlessly be blamed because it is 
transforming too slowly from rebel movement to a 
political party committed to the democracy it claims to 
have fought for. However, the main share of the blame 
must go to Frelimo — or at least its very influential 
radical wing — for following a government program 
that has purely and simply ignored the reality following 
the October 1994 elections, which gave it the chance 
to adopt a conciliatory and workable stand. Sadly, it 
preferred to continue its traditional propagandistic and 

“rallies” in areas where it enjoys virtually 


no favor among the people. 


Instead of using their authority to try to improve the 
people’s standacus of living, the majority of governors in 
the provinces where Renamo picked up most of the vote 
decided on a confrontational approach toward Renamo 
and, by reflection, toward the people who showed their 
ovawhelming support for it.

SISE has worked 
hard at creating political “facts” that are more often than 
not the fruits of pure invention and that invariably make 
Renamo the culprit.

Another escapee, 55-year-old Thomas Tueh, 
said farms were subsequently vandalized as the fighting 
spread to other villages in the troubled region which 
spanned Sinoe, Grand Gedeh, and Maryland Counties. 


At a meeting of Sinoe citizens in Monrovia on Tuesday 
{10 October], State Council member Oscar Quiah con- 
firmed the ethnic clashes, saying, we must go there and 
further investigate the matter and find an amicable so- 
lution. He said he had asked Deputy Defense Minister 
(Taye Quiah) to provide security in the area ahead of 
the arrival of a team of investigators.

Rebel Leader Reports New Clashes in Northeast

He said he "feared there were casualties on both sides," 
but gave no details. 


The clashes are the first reported in northern N.-er since 
April 24, when the government and various Tuarcg rebel 
groups signed a peace accord aimed at ending four years 
of conflict. 


"The CRA has been forced to take up arms again," said 
Dayak, who maintains his organisation had warned the 
government and mediators of the "serious dangers of 
leaving some rebel groups out of the peace process.” 
"This led us (the CRA) to pull out of the process," he 
said. 

Dayak formed the CRA last July following internal 
disputes in another rebel body, the Armed Resistance 
Organisation. 

Saying he no longer felt tied to the peace process “in its 
current form" Dayak joined forces with two other rebel 
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bodies made up of Arabs and Toubous, another ethnic 
group. 


The CRA has since insisted peace talks be reopened 
and that they include Arabs and Toubous, who seek 
autonomy in the eastern regions of Kawar and Manga. 


The Tuaregs are traditional nomads of the Sahara, who 
are now divided between six west African countries. 


In Niger they comprise about 10 percent of the eight 
million population, but in the north are in the majority. 


The “war" lasted from November 1991 to September 
1994 and left an official death toll of 150 dead, although 
this figure is believed to be a conservative estimate.

Newspapers React To Coup Plotters’ Sentences

[Begin Anderson recording) The average Nigerian re- 
acts to any coup like a fan of thriller movies trying to 
capture with his imagination the fears, the bravado, and 
the strategy, according to THIS DAY newspaper. In two 
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full inside pages, the paper has used the issuing of sen- 
tences against the alleged coup plotters to examine the 
nation’s attitude to this attempted coup. The story, says 
THIS DAY, has been made unserious by the cynical 
size of a weary nation: There were just too many out- 
siders involved, it says. The cast, which included civil- 
ians like newspaper editors and human rights activists 
would have shamed the trained instincts of Hollywood's 
best directors. Many newspapers point out that there 
has been growing skepticism over whether there was, 
in fact, a coup attempt. Even the government’s broad- 
cast of an edited version of the trial hasn’t stopped the 
controversy. THIS DAY says that after the broadcast, 
there are still doubts over te roles by retired Generals 
Obasanjo and Yar’ Adua. Still, the paper reckons, every 
character in this drama has been lucky because (?grudg- 
ingly) though it may have been, the head of state, Gen- 
eral Sani Abacha, has spared their lives. 


The DAILY CHAMPION newspaper goes even further, 
saying the decision of the head of state was an act 
of magnanimity and mercy, sensitivity and courage. 
A.M. NEWS, however, as might be expected from an 
Opposition newspaper, disagrees. It says the sentences, 
which range from life down to 25 years and then to 15 
years, are not likely to get the endorsement of Western 
nations. The rest of the press stick mainly to giving 
the exact details of the sentences. Detailed analysis will 
come later although some papers, including the newly 
relaunched GUARDIAN, have the story of the journalist 
who walked out of the press conference in Abuja at 
which the sentences were announced. According to 
THE GUARDIAN, a prolonged delay by the minister 
of information provoked tempers and led to a boycott 
of the briefing by some journalists. Despite that, the 
sentences will be in the headlines for some time to come.

We expect that 
the [words indistinct) structure will begin operation in 
the next 10 days when the catalysts that we have im- 
ported are delivered, and we do not foresee any [words 
indistinct] whereas Kaduna refinery also resumed opera- 
tion about 10 days ago, and they are steady. As a matter 
of fact, the level of stock that we are building up there 
will go a long way in eliminating the shortage that we 
have seen in the entire northern area. 


[Okon] Mr. Oladele appealed to Nigerians to assist in 
reporting to the security agents anyone found vandaliz-

[Begin Sylla recording) Barely a week after they were 
routed from areas of Serabu and Kpetema in the Bo 
District by government forces, Revolutionary United 
Front rebels have again gone on the rampage, this time, 
in the Moyamba District in the southern region. 


Sources at the Military High Command in Bo confirmed 
here this morning that the rebels yesterday attacked the 
town of Jagbahun, a strategic town in he Moyamba 
District that links Moyamba with SIEROMCO [Sierra 
Leone Ore and Metal Company] and Sierra Rutile 
mining areas. The rebels are later said to have advanced 
to the nearby town of Kwelu, the first time they have 
attacked this settlement which had its significance in 
the fact that it is home to the respected former female 
traditionalist campaigner, Madam Yoko. 


Military sources say troops from Moyamba are repelling 
the rebels from both towns. There have been no word 
of either military, rebel, or civilian casualty but fleeing 
victims arriving at Moyamba speak of a chain of 
destruction by the rebels. According to reports, the 
rebels set fire to a large section of Jagbahun, including 
residential areas, while similar destruction was caused 
at Kwelu. 


Meanwhile, it has emerged that local hunters, known 
as Kamajos, have fought a series of battles with rebels 
in the past (?few) days in the Bo area. According to 
reports, the rebels dislodged the hunters from three 
villagers in the (Balori) chiefdom in the Bo District,
